HELP AVERT FOREST FERES 


According to District Forester William H. Smith, the 


forest fire situation in northwestern Pennsylvania, due 
to the present dry spell, is acute. Unless rain is forth- 
coming within the next two or three days, the forester 
states that we will be faced with a serious forest fire 
situation. 


The forest fire towers are manned and the stat^ pro- 


tection organization of the Cornplanter district has been 
alerted to take care of any forest fires which may start. 
One large fire and several small ones have been reported 
and extinguished to date in this district. Forester Smith 
urges the people to exercist extreme care with fire in the 
woods. 


All persons residing in forested areas and all whose 


business or pleasure takes them there are requested to 
use care in handling fire. A few rules faithfully ob- 
served will avoid a calamity. 


1. When smoking in cars, do not throw burning 


material from cars. Use your ash tray. 


2. Best policy is not to smoke in the woods; but if 


you must, be sure your match or smoking material is 
dead out before you drop it. 


3. Do not build fires in or near a wooded area 
4. Do not burn brush or trash where sparks can 


reach dry grass or wooded lands. 


Persons seeing fires burning in fields adjoining wood- 


lands or in the woods are requested by the State Super- 
intendent of Forests and Waters to call the district office 
Warren 1271.

NONE TOO SOON 


In the opinion of S. Burton Heath, as expressed in an 


editorial written for the Times-Mirror and NEA Service, 
Inc., resumption of drafting for the armed forces comes 
none too soon. Conscription never should have been 
suspended. It will take a long time to repair the damage 
done by the summer vacation decreed by a short-sighted 
Congress. 


Too rapid demobilization, coupled with dilatory re- 


placement, already have weakened all three of our fight- 
ing services to a degree that, in these unsettled days, is 
very disturbing. We have weakened ourselves so much 
that we have sadly decreased our effectiveness as a force 
for lasting world peace. 


A year ago we had the most powerful army in the 


world with the possible exception of Russia's, well-organ- 
ized, well-trained, well-armed. Today we have an emaci- 
ated skeleton. It would take months, if indeed a year 
would suffice, to make the remains into an effective fight- 
ing force. 


Even now we have the most powerful navy, in ships 


and weapons, that the world ever has known. But it is 
manned by bell-bottomed landlubbers who, in frightful 
numbers, don't know fore from aft or port from star- 
board, and whose morale is very low. 


We have more and better fighters and bombers than 


my other nation could throw into the air. Yet we can't 
even operate an efficient peacetime military transport 
service because we lack men to keep those few planes in 
safe flying condition. 


We're not back, yet, to the impotence we suffered in 


1916 and again in 1941. But that is chiefly because, with 
our worst efforts, we haven't managed to weaken our- 
selves as fast as we've tried to—and also because mil- 
lions of our young men haven't been in civilian clothes 
so long that, in emergency, we couldn't pull them back 
once more. 


Twice, in a quarter of a century, we have lost tens of 


thousands of our best young men needlessly because 
we got into wars before we could get ready for them. 
Learning nothing, apparently, we're doing our best to 
drift back to where a third world war, if it comes, will 
catch us in the same sad situation. 


We don't want war, of course. We didn't in 1916 or 


1941. 
We don't expect war in the near future. We 


didn't in 1916 or 1941, when the conditions that breed 
war for us were no more apparent than they are now. 


It is far from impossible that if we had been strong in 


1916 and again in 1941 we should not have had wars 
then. The surest way of avoiding World War IH is to 
keep in training, and make it abundantly clear that if 
war should be forced on us we are prepared to win it— 
fast. 


Is that war mongering7 It was so called before 


World War I, which we couldn't avoid by sticking our 
heads in the sand. It was so called before World War 
II, into which we were forced though we denied its possi- 
bility. If it is, maybe a bit of war mongering is in order.

Long-Term Planning Problem 


Some of the underlying causes 


of the lumber shortage are more 
permanent than the current lack 
of labor, equipment and milling 
capacity, said U S. Regional For- 
ester R. M. Evans here today in 
discussing a 
Forest Service 


folder on Why Is Lumber Scarce. 
. "We are all straining to clear 
the 
current 
bottlenecks," 
said 
Evans. "More and better stump- 
age is 
being: made 
available 


through access roads. Milla and 
timber operators are procuring 
equipment and recruiting labor as 
rapidly as they can. The cut al- 
lowed on National Forests is being 
maintained at or near wartime 
levels and just on the safe side of 
the dangerous depletion line.

No 
one can look at the forest 'vital 
statistics' in Why Is Lumber 
Scarce without realizing that we 
have come to the point where we 
must adopt a broad program to 
restore and protect our forest pro- 
ductive capacity if we are to meet 
future requirements.

Bortance.

"Even In the South the stand of i 
fast growing plr.es is not sufficient 
to maintain present output." 
In the opinion of the Forest Ser- | 
vice there Is still opportunity for 
encouraging twice the present new | 
rrowth and there are some wastes | 
of timber which could be avoided j 
by better cutting, marketing and 
milling practices. The Forest Ser- 
vice recommends the 
following 
programs to meet present de- 
mands and future requirements. 
For the present it advocates: 
1. Continuation of its current 


policy of pushing the sale of tim- 
ber from national forests. To do 
this without sacrificing future pro- 
duction will require many more 
forest roads, especially in the 
West, to give access to the large 
volume of timber that cannot now 
be » reached. 
2. Providing technical manage- 
ment and marketing service to 
small woodland owners. This would 


encourage them to harvest the 
trees that are ready for cutting, 
and yet leave enough timber on 
their land for future crops. 
3. Aiding and advising small 
sawmill operators in proper forest 
practices, milling operations and 
marketing. 
These steps will help in the pres- 
ent emergency, and steps 2 and 3 
should be carried over into a per- 
manent program, for which the 
Forest Service recommends: 
, 1-. Increased public aids and ser- 
vices to private owners. 
2. Public control of cutting and 
other forest practice on private 
forest lands. 
3. Expansion and development of 
public forests—national, state and 
local. 
Through, such a program the 
foresters are convinced that we 
can build up and maintain our 
forest productivity on a level that 
will meet urgent future require- 
ments. Failure to adopt such a 
program at an early date, they 
believe, will leave us among the 
"have nots," forced to import an 
ever increasing proportion of our 
lumber requirements.
